You have my assurance lhat Ihe

If Waltari has a message in "The 


\J[anderer" it is the disclosure thiit 
peace was as elusive back in the 
1500's as it is today. He pictures 
the Turkish empire as the strong 
man 
of the day 
charged with

Eastern half of the world. It is a 
new thought to must' of us. who 
have generally read the story from 
the Western side. 


y, But the basic idea will be quick- 


ly recognized. In each era there 
i i indeed one strong power which 
more or less holds the fate of thi: 
world . . . for a while. The Turkish 
empire held it in the times of 
which this book speaks. Later on

French, and then to the British— 
and now, unhappily, it's on the 
backs of Americans.

This 
came minutes after Ncff had given 
testimony at an 
interstate 
com- 


merce commission hearing on the 
value of the railroad's c o m m o n 
stock. The road has been in bank- 
ruptcy litigation since 1933. 


Robert R. Young, already a leg- 


end in railroading and currently 
representing a majority of Missouri 
Pacific's common stock, stood by 
as Ncff was publicly given the pink 
slip.

son, acting as trustee for the Mis- 
souri Pacific properties — valued 
in testimony at the hearing at near- 
ly a billion dollars — under au- 
thority of the

AEC Praises 
Usefulness 
of Atom Tests 


Washington, Nov. 28 M'l — Chair- 


man Gordon Dcjin of the atomic 
energy commission (AKCl snid lo- 
day the atomic weapons tests con- 
ducted recently in Nevada proved 
"very useful' 
in development of 


the nation's military might. 


Dean's guarded statement to re- 


porters was his first public com- 
ment on the latest .series of lesls, 
which he indicated has nol been 
concluded. 
Six 
explosions 
have 


been conducted, in the series which 
started Oct. 22, ranging from what 
was apparently a baby A-bomb lo 
mountain-shaking weapons. 


The commision 
chairman 
was 


asked whether the tests 
had been generally satisfactory anc 
whether they had 
advanced 
the 


building of this country's atomic 
arsenal. 


"Let me put il this way," Dear 


replied. "I don't think there has 
been anything in the Nevada shots 
Ucsls) that has ever 
displeased 


us." 


Asked then whether he meant the 


commission was entirely salisfied 
with the outcome of the tests, Dean 
declared: 


'Each time we learn something. 


They have been very useful.' 


He added that "one o£ the best 


things that has happened to us" 
was the creation of what he termed 
"the 
continental testing grounds'/ 


in Nevada. Most earlier tests were 
helcfin the Pacific at Bikini and 
Eniwctok. 


Dean also was asked whether the 


lalesl series of Nevada lesls had 
been completed. 


He said that rather than answer 


directly, he preferred to say the 
commission would 
announce 
the 


conclusion of the tests— when the 
tirrre comes. 


Dean and other members of the 


commission spent more than two 
hours behind closed doors at the 
capitol yesterday with Ihe senate- 
house committee on defense produc- 
tion,
